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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art for the following 
reasons. The prior art does not disclose or suggest an operating system selector to boot 
a non-EFI compatible operating system where the operating system files are stored in a 
GPT partition having a first address set including reading a GUID partition table to 
identify address information relating to the GPT partition, defining the GPT partition a 
virtual data storage having a second address set, and passing the address information 
to an address mapper to boot the operating system as set forth in claims. The cited 
references at most, contain only one or the other, but not all the limitations claimed. 
There would also be no reason to make any of the possible combinations. 

2. The drawings are objected to because the elements in the figures 1 and 4 are not 
properly labeled. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."
